PHYSICAL CHART OF THE WORLD. 

By KEITH JOHNSTON, F.R.G.S.

The mnlii object of this chart is to give a clear view of the general nature of the land 
surface of the globe: to distinguish those belts which are mainly characteriretl by forest or 
<lesert, pasture laud or barren tundra, and to show tlie extent of the icy cape of the polar 
regions. For each of the landscajte zoitea a colonriog has been chosen which may bo con- 
Kidere<las representative of its general aat)cct: thus, the equatorial regions of luxuriant 
tropical forest vegetation are shown in a bright green; the deserts of botli hemispheres, in 
a hot sienna tint : the forest lands of the temperate rcgloiu), in a dark sombre green : and 
the mossy tundra in grey ; whilst the Icc floes of tlie polar regions appear in white against 
the blue of the ocean colouring. 

The limits of each of titese different regions have been worked out with great labour and 
care, and thus the chart, os a whole. Is believed to give a much more pleasing and instrucUvo 
view of Uie general aspect of tlie globe, in some approach to iU natural colouring, than any 
physical map hitherto published. 

The lai>dscape zones, liesidos being de)>endent on latitude, and ou the sliai>e of the 
cunUnents, are compelled in their form both by the elevation of theland aiul the unequal 
dfstributlun of wnnnth and moisture. To ai<l the explanation of the irregularities of shape 
intrcKluced by the former cause, contour Hues showing Ute levtd of 2500 and 5000 feet abovo 
the sea have been drawn with the greatest attainable accuracy ; besides which, the observed 
elevations of upwards of 650 mountains, lakes, passes, and towns, have been set down 
ui»on the map ; and, to illustrate tlie latter cause, tiie ocean currents, as main agents in the 
transference of heat and cold, have l>een delineated, the wanner and colder ocean streams 
being'distingnished by difl'eniit tints. Still further to assist the explanation of the main 
subject, four smaller diagrams, showing the distribution of temperature over land and sea, 
and of the direction of the winds in relation to barometric pressure, for each of the extreme 
seasons of the year— the months of January and July— have been ai>pendedto tlie chief map. 

As of great Interest in the physical geography of the globe, though subordinate to the 
chief oljcct of the map, the depUis of tlie o<*ean bed, so far aa these have been ns**ertaine<l 
by sounding, the great submarine banks, the distribution of coral reefs, the chief volcanic 
mountains, the points to which the great rivers are navigable, and the salt lakes of the 
continental drainage trains as distinguished from the fresh lakes which drain to the sea 
are subjects also illustrated by this chart.

“This work is intended to supply what was generally felt to be a desideratum — a 
Geographical Dictionary, embracing within a convenient space, and of ea.sy re- 
ference. a much greater number of names than is usually found in similar lx>oks, 
even when extending to several volumes ; arranged acoonling to a uniform and 
methodical plan, and combining, with the utmost attainable accuracy, the mo.st 
authentic information up to the present time. The Author wa.s induced to engage 
in this arduous undertaking, from a persuasion that his previous studies W’ould 
afford him facilities for its execution, such as few have enjoyed, and from his being 
possease<l of an extensive and valuable collection of Books, Maps, ami Notes, re- 
lating to every portion of the globe.
